Ground for the Legion headquarter* 
building was broken on June 4 of this 
year and the cornerstone was laid on 
Defense Day, Sept. 12, at which t i m e 
Governor Branch formally presented 
the building to the legion on behalf 
of the state of Indiana. 
Legion officials expect to etablish 
themselves in their new home by the 
first of next May. 
The Legion building will he a four 
story structure, 60 by 160 feet, with 
a granite base cut from the quarries 
of Maine. 
Bedford limestone will he 
used in the upper portions of the 
building. There will be eas(*and west 
entrances 
with

doors of bronze, with two bronze urna 
of Grecian design flanking each en­ 
trance. 
To give a balanced effe< t to the 
north end of the Memorial Plaza, there 
will be another building at that end 
of the plaza in exact duplication of 
the Legion building.
